17025. 

3-17025 discloses geraniol covalently bound to a polyoxy alkylene ether skeleton (English 
Abstract).

Claims 1-3,5,6,9-1 1,23,25,27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Japan 3-287545. 

Japan 3-287545 a graft covalently 4eaetes bonded to a drug via a bounding change 
(English Abstract). A Tetracycline antibiotic is disclosed (see p. 3 16). 
Claims 1-3,5,6,9-11,23,25,27 are rejected. 

Claims 4,7-8,16,24,26,28,29 are objected to as dependent on a rejected claim.
